It ie proposed to have no basement in the building and to 
ild at ground level. Reasons given:- 


(a) Almost impossible to keep basement clean - the wind 
brings in so much dust. 

(bo) Basements,in these regions,are unsanitary,being always 
cold and moist. The case at Sturgeon Landing. 

(c) Bhe appearance of the house would be improved if the 
building were made some seven of eight feet higher. 

(d) If the recreation halls were placed on ground level, 
they could be made to open on spacious verandahs which would 
be most useful. 

(e) The cost of the building would be reduced by the 
suppression of the basement. The digging is very expensive, 
having to be done entirely by hand shovel. 


The foregoing suggestions of Father Adam are approved by 
Mgr.Charlebois. 


Mgr.Charlebois would like to have an early answer to the

Samples Glays from Beauval have been tested in the labora- 
tories of e University of Saskatoon. In the report,which was 
sent to Rev.Father M.Lajeunesse of Le Pas,the following lines 
appear:"The clays here reported are among the best that have 
passed through these laboratories for testing as building brick 
clays. we 
The cost of making the bricks,according to the report ,would u wo 
not exceed $12 per thousand,allowing $3 a day for the laborers ; @ 
and $5.50 for a cord of wood. p 
The number of bricks required would be about 400,000 for the 
exterior of the whole building and the baking ovens. 
The total cost of making the bricks would therefore be about 
$2,600 . This number must be multiplied by 3 if the walls are 
$3 + of solid brick,so that the cost in this case would be 
»400. 
The cost of making the bricks at Beauval would be much lower 
than that at which they could be bought at the nearest prairie 
brick-yard. 
In order that the new school may be as nearly fireproof as 
pssible,it is proposed to build the walls of solid brick. The 
plane should be made accordingly. The air-space in the walls 
not to be forgotten. 
According to the report from the University of Saskatoon, 
the cost of the machinery for brick-making would be about 
$2,000. The machine which we intend to buy is of medium size, 
weighs 1600 lbs. ,can make 10,000 bicks per day,can be worked 
by an § H.P. motor,and can mould drain tiles as well as bricks. 


Re Construction of School 


It is proposed to build,for the fisst year,only the central 
portion of the school and the part behind it which contains 
the chapel. Reasons given for this proposal:- 

1.- The work could then be done mostly by the lay-brothers 
of the school aided by laborers who could be hired at Beauval. 
The cost of building would thus be materially reduced. 

2.- If less work is undertaken at one time,more attention 
can be paid to the quality of the work. 

3.- The Department of Indian Affairs would probably be 
more disposed to help ue by annual grants covering a number of 
years than by a single heavy disbursement. 

4.- The portion of the school which we intend to build 
would easily accommodate the staff of sistere and 50 Indian 
girls (the number which we had in the past years). For a nun- 
ber of years the recruiting of boys will be very hard,so many 
of the the boys we had having died in the disastrous fire. 

If the whole building is put up at one time,a whole wing of it 
would be useless ofr some years.

Dear Bishop Charlebois: 


Reverend Father Lajeunesse, O.M.I., has forwarded 
Your Lordship's request in connection with the replacement 
of the Beauval Indian Residential School. The question of 

Parliament for a grant next year of $25 ,000 for 
buildi: activity will receive consideration upon Dr. Scott's 
return western Canada. 


I am pleased to note that the University of Sask- 
atchewan reports favourably on the brick-making possibilities 
of the clays from Beauval. The Department Architect advises 
that a solid brick construction be used in the event of re- 
puilding, provided the cost of the bricks is no more 
than estimated by the Reverend Principal. Concerning the 
pasement, Mr. Orr consi dere the best arrangement is to have 
the floor Level two feet below the finished grade. In the 
event of construction, it should be used for the purposes 
shown on the sketch submitted to Your Lordship last April. 
This arrangement permite of good lighting on this floor.

In connection with the freighting, you will 

notice that a bonus of (583.85 has been given to Mr Fortin. 
This was occasioned by the fact that the heating plant and 
plumbing supplies did not arrive until February so that the 
greater portion of it could not be freighted during the 
fishing season. The fishing season being over, the teams 
were freighting only one way, so that no one would undertake 
to carry freight to Beatval for the j1.35 paid by 
River Comsolidated Fisheries. This is why we had to give a 
bonus to Mr A. Fortin on the goods conveyed to Beauval after 
the fishing season. Our bonus was very conservative and we 


are confident that Mr Fortin made no money on that freight. 


\ 
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Vages Paid. 

I beg to give a few explanations in regard to 
statement of wages paid: Wages shown on Sheets 1, 2, 3, 
4 and 5 are for work done last Fall for digging the 
foundations. Wages shown on sheets 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 11, 
12, 16 and part of 17, and for work done in loading and 
hauling gravel and sand from Lac la Plonge. As there is no 
sand or gravel available arounfl the Mission, it was easier 
and more economical to haul it on the Winter Roads than to 
wait for the opening of navigation. 


The last three items on Sheet 17 refer to the 


erection of a temporary building required for the construction. 


Brick Plant. 

You will be glad to hear that our brick plant is 
in operation and gives hope of full success, We learn 
from the last letter received, that they were making an 
average of ten thdusand bricks © day. No bricks have been 
burned yet, but Mr Philips, who is in charge of the brick 
plant, and who has been in that line for years, has no 
doubt as to the result of the burning. He claims that the 


clay is of the best quality. 


Other work donee 

The sewers are now completed and water pipes to 
the new building laid in the ground. They are commencing 
the cement work on the part to be erected this year. 

Our good Mr Waddy will be at Beguval in a few 
days and we have no doudt he will be satisfied with the 


work being done there.

It was in this sense that I understood 


the letter in which you advised me that an initial grant of 
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¥ $25,000 had been voted for this year,and that a similar grant 


would be given next year. It never occurred to me that no 
further grants would be given by the Department for this 
enterprise. 

I was further confirmed in my opinion by the fact that 
we were advised to follow,in the construction of the School, 
the plans which would be prepared for us by your Department. 
This appeared to me as an evident proof that your Department 
was to take full possession of the Beauval School and to pay 
all the expenses of construction. 

I understand quite well that religious denominations 
must take a share in the education of the Indians,and I would 
like to remark that our share in the education of the Indians 
of the Ile-a-la-Crosse region has been very generous indeed. 
For nearly half a century the Grey Nuns have kept an Indian 
School there without any substantial remuneretion. It was 
only when the school was transferred from Ile-a-la-Crosse to 
Reauval that the grant per capita was given. The first school 
at Beauval was built without any assistance from the Depart- 
ment,and for over twenty years it has carried on the same 
work as the schools of the Department. The chief help which 
the old Reauval School obtained from the Department was the 
grant per capita,but it should not be forgotten that,accor- 
ding to experts in that field of education,this grant covers 
only about 70% of the expenses of a residential school. 

As for the construction of the new School,we are ready 
to help as far as our means will permit. Is it not a great 


advantage for the Department to be assured that,through our 
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athe 


® co-operation,all monies granted will be spent with the greatest 


economy,and that every cent of them will enter into the very 
structure of the building? No charge is made for travelling 
expenses and for the work incurred in the buying of the materials, 
for telegrams,for bookkeeping charges,and for the supervision 

cf the work and of the transportation. 

In the interview which you granted Fathers A. and M. 
La-jeunesse ,my representatives,you stated that a further grant 
for the reconstruction of the Beauval School could not be voted 
before the acquisition by the Department of the land on which 
the School is being erected. This is a very reasonable objec- 
tion,but I think that the matter can be very easily settled. 

As the land concerned is not yet surveyed,it is impossible to 
give titles for it,but I am willing to transfer to the Dept. 
our rights to:- 

1.- All the land on the north side of the Laplonge river 
up to the reserve,of which about twenty acres are under cultiva- 
tion. 

2.- The following buildings now standing on that land: one 
large house for the male staff,a cow-stable,a horse-stable, 

a pig-house,a poultry-house,a root-house,three small houses 
for labourers,a grainary,and sheds. 

3.- All the agricultural implements: plows,harrows,binder, 
thresher,tractor,potato-planter, potato-digger ,manure- spreader, 
wagons,&. 

Let me now state frankly what I expect from the Depart- 
ment of Indian Affairs. 


Mr.Orr estimates that the construction of the Reauval 


School according to the plans furnished by him will cost all 
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of $100,000, supposing that the school is not very far from 


. 7 a railway line. Now,Beauval is at a distance of 120 miles 


from Big River,the nearest atation,and it is known that the 
transportation of certain necessary material,cement for ins- 
tance,costs more than the material itself. 

We have also made a detailed estimate of the total 
cost,taking as a basis of our calculation the cost of the 
part of the building which was put up last summer. As the 
sum of $29,000 which we have received from the Department 
this year has covered only a part of the expenses made,we also 
come to the conclusion that $100,000 more would be needed 
to cover the total cost of the construction. I would therefore 
ask the Department :- 

1.- To bear all the expenses in the reconstruction of 
the Beauval School; 

2.- To give for next year a grant of not less than 
$75,000 to allow us to continue the construction of the 
School next summer. 

I regret to say that if the Department does not see 
its way to grant my request,the construction work will have 
to be interrupted and postponed for an indefinite period. 
This,I think,would be a misfortune for this part of the country, 
for the Reauval School has done good work in the past and it 
gives great hopes for the future.

Pursuant to your communicatiog of November 22nd. 


1929 (File 132-1-5), I am glad to hear that $25,000.00 has I) 


been plaéged in the Main Estimates towards the reconstruction ‘ : 


of the Beauval Indian Residential School. But as I have 
already informed you in my letter of October 28th., this fe 
amount is not enough to allow us to continue the construction. 
We have already advanced the money to cut and 
manufacture the lumber for the whole building as well as to 
install the brick plant and manufacture the brick which has 
been used in the part already erected. None of this money 
(which amounts to a large sum) has been refunded. Moreover, 
wages for the part erected last Summer have been refunded 
only up to August 3rd. 1929, leaving @ large balance which 
we had to cover. Besides this, the inside of this part is 
not finished, the plaster has yet to be purchased, freighted 
and put on, ete. This means that the $25,000.00 will be 
exhausted when all this will be finished. 
In these circumstances we are obliged to stop the 
work until further assistance can be obtained. We have 


tried to reise the money necessary at least to buy and freight 
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i balance of the material during the freighting season, 


but this is beyond our means, and with great regret we shall 
be obliged to let things lie until we can obtain further 
assistance. 

No need to tell you that the fact of not being able 
to buy and freight the balance of the material this winter 
will have serious consequences, because transportation by 
boat is very espensive and sometimes is not possible when the 
water is too low. 

Mey I also mention that if the work is not resumed 
next Summer the school will not be open before 1932, leaving 
the children of all the Ile-a-la-Crosse District without 
education as there is no day-school in that part of the 
country. We shall also be obliged, for the same reason, 
to dismiss a orew of good bricklayers and carpenters who 
are ready to keep on working for very low wages. 

I understand that it is not in your power to do 
more at the present time, but as I can rely on your sympathy, 
I feel it advisable to tell you about our difficulties in 


regard to this construction.

Dear Sir: 


We were much pleased to hear,in the course of the inter- 
view which we had with you on May the 3rd, that you were in 
favor of raising from its ashes the Indian Residential School 
of Cross-Lake and of going on with the construction of the 
Beauval School. Your kind words have relieved us fran many 
of the sorrows and cares which have assailed us since the 
sad aaeae which have destroyed so many lives and so much valualle 
property. 

Your decision of constructing no other but fireproof buil- 
dings for Indian Residential Schools is highly commendable 
for its wisdom and prudence. The recurrence of such calamities 
as have taken place in the past is to be prevented by all 
means possible. 

We understand that,for this year,no substantial funds for 
puilding purposes can be relied upon. However,we should like 
to have your directions concerning the work which we might 
do this summer as a preparation for the building operations 
of next year. 

We would suggest that an expert be sent to examine the 
walle of the burned school at Cross-Lake in order to determine 
whether they can be used in a new pbuilding. As far as I could 
judge, these walls are still in a fairly good condition,and, 
as the stress in a fireproof building is not so much on the 
walls as on the inside pillars,I am inclined to think that 
they might be used to advantage. This of course would gave 
much time and much expense. 

Acting in accordance with verbal instructions received 
from your Department,we have made preparations,in the course 
of winter,for continuing the construction of the Beauval 
School during this summer. Four car-loads of cement and all 
the steel necessary for the reinforced concrete have been 
bought and carted from Big River to Beauval. Ye find now that, 
on account of the lack of funds,we will be unable to go on 
with the construction of the whole school. But,considering

As 
we can not have always all the employees of the country to skgn those 
sheots in the order as their names appear; it is really impossible 
to keep the wages confidential; then sometimes joalousy arise and 
makes trouble for us. Of course one man is sometimes worth moro than 
another one, but people from this country do not always understand it. 

I thought to ask you if you would accept a monthly time 
sheets; one time sheet for each employee, This is the only way I think 
to gice entire satisfaction on the secrecy of wages. ould you accept 
any form of time sheet as long as they will all be the same and bearing 
the signature of the employee acknowledging that he received payment 
for his work and also the signature of a Witness as it appears on Form 
No 68 . 

I would be pleased to hear from you on that subject by 
the returning mil. If you accept we could make our own forms which I 
hope will give you satisfaction and also to us. If you maintain to 
keep the Forms No 68 "RETURN OF LABOUR"; if you please to send us about 
590 of them as we are running short,

The Committee of the Privy Counoil have had 
vefore them a report, dated 2lst May, 1929, from the 
Superintendent General of Indian Affairs, stating that 
the main building at the Beauval Indian Residential 
Sehool, near Lac lea Plonge, in the Province of Sas- 
katochewan, was destroyed by fire in September, 1927. 
The Oblate Order, under whose auspices this school is 
being oonducted, has offered to erect a new building, 
provided the department will give a grant of $50,000 
towards the cost. 

An amount of $25,000 has been inoluded in the

In view of the fact that a large quantity of 
the materials required would have to be transported from 
the railway line at Big River, a distance of 112 miles, 
it is difficult to state definitely what the cost of the 
building will be ereoted at Beauval. Part of the cost 
of transportation would be offset as the Church autho- 
rities are mamfaocturing their own brick at Beauval and 
also oan supply all the rough lumber required from their 
own saw mille at this point. It follows, however, that 
the proposed expenditure by the department represents 
not more than one moiety of the total cost. 

Owing to the remoteness of the locality it 
appears inexpedient to call for tenders.

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The walle are of brick, which was made 
on the ground. Brick-making machinery was provi- 
ded for this purpose. The brick appears to be of 
very good quality. 

The work is being performed by day labour. 
The foreman is a lay-brother, and there are five 
lay-brothers who are broucht in from outside, worke 
ing on the building. They include two carpenters, 
who receive $5.00 per day, and three brick-layers 
who receive $5.00 per day, $4.00 per day, and @3.50 
per day respectively. Their transportation and ex- 
penses in are paid, and they get their board as well. 
Indians and Halfbreeds are engaged to perform the 
rough labour. Plumbing and Electrical work in the 
main building will be done by a layébrother. 

I was informed by the Reverend Principal, 
that at the time of my visit, they had expended 
$45,000.00 in excess of the amount advanced by the 
Department, and it was estimated that approximately 
$100,000.00 will be required to complete the build- 
ing. In the meantime the Church is advancing the 
money to pay for material and labour to complete 
the walls and put the roof on, and they are naturally 
becoming very anxious to know when they may expect a 
a refund from the Government of the amount expended, 
Of course they have done this on their own authority, 
but it appears to me to be good business, and their 
action will eventually affect a considerable saving 
in the ultimate cost of the building , as there would 


have been a considerable 1oss had they not used up 


the cement and lime. 
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the cement and lime. I found this school a very int- 
eresting one to visit. 

As you already «now, some years ago they 
harnessed the La Plonge River, and all the power re- 
qired for operating their sawmill, brick-making mach- 
inery and electrical lighting plant, is generated 
by a water turbine. The water supply is also ob- 
tained from the La Plonge River, and is pumped to 
the buildings with a hydraulic ram. 

Their out-buildings include a cow barn, 

32 feet X 100 feet, with a loft. This barn is 
eqiiped with Beatty Brothers iron fixtures, and 
there is running weter accessible to each stall. 
They have a horse stable with accomodation for 17 
horses, a root cellar, hen-house, pig-pen, ware- 
house and large cattle pasture. 

Their livestock includes 65 cattle. 
Fifteen cows are milked regularly. The boys, when 
at school do the milking, under the supervision of 
the Brother. They informed me that they would com- 
mence teaching the girls to do this. Two brood 
sows are regularly kept, from which they obtain 
two litters per year, and they keep about 150 
poultry. 

Farm: 

Twelve sections of land have bean reserved 
for the use of a school, but has not been surveyed. 
The land comprises a large hay meadow which would 
provide sufficient hay for their requirements, as 
well as some farm land, most of which would have 
to be cleared, The soil is a light sandy loam. Ninety 


five acres are under cultivation, 65 acres of which 
is in grain 
ed 
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is in grain crop this year, 

They have a large and well-kept garden, 
Their farm last year produced 225 bushele of wheat, 
1200 bushels of oate and 450 bushels of barley.The 
garden produced 22h9 bushels of potatoes and other

In gonnection with the preparation of 
Estimates and in order to reply to a recent letter 
from His Lordship Bishop Charlebois, of The Pas, Man., 
it is now necessary to decide what further help will 
be given for the new building at the Beauval Indian 
Residential School, in northern Saskatchewan. In 
September, 1927, the o14 building was destroyed by 
fire, and Bishop Charlebois, representing the Oblate 
Order, offered to rebuild if the Department would 

ve a grant of $50,000. The Department accepted 
his proposal, which was approved by P. C. 932, of 
May 30, 1929 - a oopy of which is attached. The new 
building was to be erected by the Order, on a 
labour basis. During the year commenoing June, 1929, 
this grant of $50,000 was paid. Approximately 
yee 000 was expended by the church authorities during 
2 . 


In Ootober, 1929, His Lordship intimated that 
there was a misunderstanding regarding financing and 
that the Oblate Order would require considerably 
more than the $50,000 if the building programme was 
to be completed. I wrote His Lordship that 1 wae 
unable to state whether or not extra help could be 

ven. Early in 3930, Hie Lordship, hoping that the 


= Department would be able to make an additional grant, 


arranged for the freighting of materials for the 
foundation of the second unit of the building. In 
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June, 1930, he was informed that no further funds 
were available for that year and that, before any- 
thing oould be done, additional authority from His 
Exoellenoy in Counoil and a Vote by Parliament 
would have to be secured. 


In February, 1931, His Lordship came to 
Ottawa to plead for further help. In the first 
draft of our Main Estimates for 1931-32, I had in- 
@luded an item of $75,000. This had been struck 
out and Hie Lordship so informed. He, however, 
pressed for consideration when the supplementaries 
were being prepared. He was informed that no 
expenditure could be authorized at that time, but, 
as the freighti had to be done before the spring 
breakup, he asked the Department to reaffirm its 
decision to have the work done on a day labour 
basis, under the supervision of the church author- 
ities. On March 6th, I wrote to him, stating that 
no expenditure could be authorized this year. 


His Lordship, on his own responsibility, 
began construction of the main part of the building 
this year. He reports that it is nearly finished 
and urges the Department to allow him to open the 
sohool during the coming January. I am attaching 
hereto some recent photographs of the building, 
which reached me a day or two ago. 


Bishop Charlebois hopes that the Depart- 
ment will inelude an item in the Estimates for the 
coming fiscal year, to reimburse the Church for 
most, if not all, of the expense and to provide for 
furnishing. From the information on file, $85,000 
will be required and also $18,000 to provide for 
100 pupile at $180. - in all $103,000. If this 
amount is to be provided, it must be shown as an 
added inorease in our Vote for Indian Education. 
Our ordinary obligations, with one or two very 
urgent major improvements, will amount to approx- 
imately $130,000 more than the appropriation for

I have outlined this matter with some 
distinctness, in order that you may have the facts 
before you. As my memory serves me, the Minister 
and the Department were quite clear regarding the 
umerstanding which resulted in the Order in 
Gouneil of the Z0th of May, 1929. Bishop Charlebois 
gave us nothing in writing, but he held interviews 
at that time with both myself ani the Minister. 


While in one sense the Department is not 
responsible for the present situation, it should 
be remembered that the Beauval School, in the past, 
was considered a useful institution and that it 
constitutes, at present, a valuable adjunct to our 
educational system. I therefore support the 
provision of funds to reimburse His Lordship and 
suggest that, if a grant for the whole amount is 
not possible, three or four anmal payments be

I received recently a letter trom Rev.Father 
Gagnon,0.li-l.,Principal of the Beauval Residentisl School,in 
which he @@&ks if the Department would consider the suggestion 
of providing the school with a motor boat for the transporta- 
tion of the Indian children from their distant homes.The Rev. 
Father shows the advisability of the suggestion in the following 
lines: 

"Avec L'ouverture de l'école se pose un sérieux pro=- 
blame pour nous: celui des dépenses de voyage pour amener les 
enfants & l'école,et pour les reconduire dans leurs familles 
pour le temps des vapances.

Dear Sir:- 

I received recently a letter from Rev. Pather 
Gagnon, OclieIe, Principal of the Beauval Residential 
School, in which he asks if the Department would consider 
the suggestion of providing the school with a motor boat 
for the transportation ot the Indian children from their 
distant homes. The Rev. Father shows the advisability of 
the suggestion in the following lines; 


"After the opening of the school a serious problem 
arises for us, that of the travelling expenses to bring 
the children to school and to take them back to their 
families for tne time of their holidays. 


"Our Indians being very poor, cannot undertake the 
necessary voyage to bring their children themselves; 
the lack of food to undertake that trip and furthermore 
most of them having only poor bark canoes or none at all, 
they would not dare to venture on a trip of that kind 
even ir they had abundant food supply. It is because 
these trips are very long and are done mostly over lakes 
which are real interior seas; such as, for example, Buffalo 
Lake and Clear Lake. 


"It is consequently, to those who have the direction 
of the school that the task of fetching these children, 
falls on, and also that of returning them home at the end 
or the year, 


"To give you an idea of the length of these trips and 
the expense incurred, we will show some figures; The near- 
est reserve is that of Canoe Lake whic is at 35 miles from 
here in Winter, but in summer, that is to say, at the time 
when we have to bring and return the children, there is no 
other practical way than that of the rivers by passing through 
Lake Ile a la Crosse, that is a distance f 70 miles to reach 
it. For the other reserves it is still farther. There is a 


---distance-<- 
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distance of 90 miles to reach the reserve of English 
River, 110 miles to reach that of Clear Lake, 120 miles 
for Buffalo River, 200 for the Portage la Loche, and 
115 miles ror Water-Hen River. 


"In the same trip we could, by special arrangement, 
take the chiidren of Clear Lake, Buffaio River, and Port- 
age, but this sole trip constitutes a round trip of about 
300 miles. As to the other reserves we would have to 
make a special trip to reash each one of them, Further- 
more, as I said here above, on account of the great lakes 
to cross there is almogt no possibility of thinking of 
making these trips with the canoes that we use for 
ordinary service, I tremble at the mere thought of bei 
caucht by a stor@fon the lake with a load of children in 
any kind of boat. If there was any accident in the trans- 
portation, what a responsibility that would be for mef 
Concerning the school, it goes without saying, that it 
would be then useless to try to have any more pupils. 


"Or what precedes I believe t} 1 conclude that 
the transportation o the children at t expense of the 
school is imperative and for that fr D we would need a 
small boat 1ich would insure security sage of bad 
weather during these trips.

Other than the rough 
cement, there is no flooring in eny of the hallways, as there 
was not sufficient cement to make a smooth finish. The Reverend 
Principal informs me that there is still floor space of 74,240 
square feet to be finished. Of this area 6,570 feet is in hall- 
ways. He requested that this institution be assisted by the 
Department in procuring sufficient flooring for the hallways.

I arrived at this school on the nicht of July 
Sth, remaining here until leavine for Stanley on July 12th. 

Wine to the school beine closed for the summer v- 
aoation and rainy weather, the Nevererd Vr. Fisher, Principal, 
allowed we the use of one of the classroo7vs for the purpose of 
making annuity payments and holding Band meetine,. 

I found the Reverend Wr. Fisher conscientious 
and keen in his service to this institution. This was reflected 
in the reneral atmosphere of keen co-oneration apparent between 
this man and his staff, which are as follows; Mise E.V, Willi- 
ams Matron, *.£. Simmon, lst teacher, Vr. Crozier, 2nd teacher,

Owing to the school being closed as already 
mentioned, I did not examire the class work of the pupils. 
However, during the payrent here and at Stanlev I canein con- 
tact with many of ther. In addressine these I found them well 
mannered, Clean, tidy, neatly dressed, and apnarently wel] 
nourished, and I found they would join in conversation more 
readily than many Indian pupils I have met. They expressed a 
keen interest in their school work and seered very loyal to 
to the institution. 

I found the school and other buildines pertaining 


thereto clean and tidy within andi the grounds without very 


nicely kept. 
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The Reverend Principal informed me there were about 
2000' of lumber left over after using that authorized by 
the Department. This surplus is being used to good advantare, 
mainly in building partitions in the upper dormitory for the 
girls, which will accomrodate ten small bede ani a staff room. 
Partitions are also being built to separate the emaller boys from 
the larger, and any surplue lumbdr will be used for meneral repairs 
to buildines, The floors and ceilines of the upver balcony were 
not completed. I was advised they will be this fall, The 
Principal requested that wire screening &' x 65' be provided for 
this, It could then be used for isolation cases durine the 
summer months. 

I found the chimnev of this buildine has been repaired 
but does not draw well at tires, resultine in soot over- 
flowine and runnine down it; and on these occasions the build- 
ine becomes smoky and the inside walls thereof are stained, I 
also noticed the basement joists have been protected with 
asbestos from the heat of the furnace pipes, also a new fire box 
installed in one of the furnaces. In checkine over the fire 
Protection equiprent I find further protection can be given by 
supplying a 50' x 5/3'' garden hose and plecing it in the uprer 
dormitory to be used in case of chimney fires, also that 
recharges are necessary for the following fire extineuishers, 
24 recharges Guardene Fire Ext. No, A 606291 capacity 24+ gals., 
12 recharces for Pyrene No, P 204607 1 quart tyne. 

The interior of the school building should be redecorated 
in that many of the walls are stained, and paint worn off 
some of the floors and part of the wood-work, TI also noticed 
moss growing between the crevices of the shineles on the roof 
which should be stained or renainted. My attention was also 
drawn to the fact that some of the dormitory beds need replac- 
ing badly, whereas a little enarel paint would irprove the 


appearance of others,

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Stanley Day School 

I visited this school on July 15th, and found 2° 
pupile present with Mr. T.M. Gilwore as teacher. The pupils 
appeared clean, healthy and well clothed. 

In takine the claeses in their various subjects I 
noticed some of the puvils were much further advanced than 
the majority, in spite of there being little or no iifference 
in their ages. In questioning Mr. Filmore regarding this he 
4nformed me the backward pupils were those who attended school 
dJuring the surmer months only. He also advised we that owine 
to the fact that these children attended school for three or 
four months, and then lived with their people during the bal- 
ance of the year, resulted in ther forgettire what they hai lem- 
ned at school. 

In view of this it would appear to be a wasted effort 
in trving to teach these children under those corditions. 
However I found the children who had attended their classes 
during the winter months well advanced in their studies. 
apnearsd keen and interested in their wort, and all seemed 
anxious to return to their school this winter. 

The Chief and memvers of this band are very anxious 
to keep this school open durine the yearly school term, and 
have voted the sum of $600.00 to be taken fror band funds for 
that purposs. Dispensation of same as follows; 

$50.00 a year for housine, cookine & washine 
cirl pupils. 
$50.00 a year for b e 8 : 
boy pupils. 
$50.00 a year for labor to suprly fuel and fish 
the above. 
#200.00 a year for food supplies from Revillon 
Traiing Co. Stanlev. 
$250.00 to ship in the followinc; 5 sacks flour, 
100 lbs. pot carlev, 100 lbs, rolled oats, 
BO lbs. suvar, 25 lbs. tea, 36 lbs. lard and 
200 candles. 
advieed we that if they could ve 
assured this school was to be kept open the year round they 


would evarantee to increase the yearly average daily attendance 
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daily attendance from 2:01 to 45. In so doine the 


provider of each family would be able to give more time to 
his hunting and trap lines during the winter months. 

I am attaching hereto the resolution, signed by 
the Chief and Head Men, which was witnessed by we, and 
would recommend it be given favorable consideration.

In connection with the preparation of Estimates for 
1933-34, regarding a grant to reimburse the church authorities 
for the expenditure incurred in the erection of the new building 
at the Beauval Indian Residential School, in northern Saskatch- 
ewan - for which a grant is inoluded in our Estimates - I beg to 
report as follows:- 4 

In September, 1927, the old building was destroyed by 
fire, and Bishop Charlebois, representing the Oblate Order, 
offered to rebuild if the Department would give a grant of 
$50,000. The Department accepted this proposal, which was 
approved by P. C. 932, of May 30, 1929. The new puildi was to 
be erected by the Order, on a day labour basis. The land on which 
the school is situated is owned by the Department. Duri the 
year commencing June, 1929, this grant of $50,000 was paid. Approx- 
pen | $63 ,000 was expended by the church axrthorities during 
that year. 


In October, 1929, His Lordship intimated that there was 
a misunderstanding regarding financing and that the Oblate Order 
would require considerably more than the $50,000 if the building 
programme was to be completed. Early in 193 His Lordship, 
hoping that the Department would be able % make an additional 
grant, arranged for the freighting of materials for the foundation 
ee the second unit of the building. In February, 1951, lis Lord- 
ship came to Ottawa to plead for further help. No financial 
assistance was given him by the Department at that time. On his 
own responsibility, however, he began construction of the main 
part of the building, and an additional grant of $10,000 was paid 
the churoh authorities by P. C. 1326, of the 13th June, 1932. 


His Lordship, in a communication dated September 16th, 
last, states that the total expenditure in the erection of the 
building was approximately $140,000, towards which the Department 
provided the sum of $60,000, as stated above. He strongly urged 
that a further substantial refund be made 4n our Estimates for 
the next fiscal year. 


I have outlined this matter, in order that you may have 
the facts before you. The Minister and the Department were quite 
clear regarding the understanding which resulted in the Order in 
Council of the 30th of May, 1929. Bishop Charlebois gave nothing 
in writing but he held Ainterviews with both the Minister and the 
late Mr. Ferrier. 


While in one sense the Department is not responsible for 
the present situation, it should be remembered that the Beauval 
School in the past was considered a useful institution and that it 
constitutes at esent a valuable adjunot to our educational 
system. I woul therefore support the provision of funds to 
further reimburse His Lordship to an amount of at least $10,000.

BEAUVAL RESIDENTIAL SCHOOL Sept. 27th. 


The harvesting at the school was all completed 
and produce stored for winter and with a few exceptions was 
sufficient till next year. Plowing and spading was in 
progress all over and a new septic tank on up to-date plans, 
with complete drainage and ditching was under construction, 
generally it was 4 busy place. 


The Water Power which operates everything at the 
school, had been ioubtful during low water seasons, sO this 
year a Dam was constructed at the mouth of the river near 
Lake La Plonge and a second one at the Power Plant, this 
was all done at a heavy expense to the school and it was 
well done on regular engineering plans and will assure 
a steady supply of water. 4 further report on this and the 
septic tank will be sent to the Department as soon as full 
particulars are available.

Referring to conversation with Your Lordship 
during your visit to the Depsrtment yesterday, regarding a 
balance due on account of the conetruction costes of the 
Beauval Indian Residential School, I would say that, upon 
examinetion of our files, it is very difficult to definitely 
detersine the total expenditure incurred by the late Bishop 
Charlebois in erecting the tuilding. As you are awere, 
payments were made, from time to time, in reinbureing His 
Lordship for the expenditure incurred by him, to a total 
amount of $133,763.86. The cost of the building greatly 
exceeded the original estimate, end it wae considered 
when the payment of $40,000 was made to you, thr t this was 
in final settlement. 


I regret it will not be possible, at the present 
time, to consider payment of the amount of $1,000, which 
you claimed to be still due on the cost of the construction 
of the building. In my one, we have no funds available

in our Apprepriation to pay th amount. I beg to suggest, 
in view of the large amount thet has already been paid, 
should it be definitely ascertained that there is a further 
balance re:aining unpaid, that your Church will absorb the 
amount.

The estimate made by Father V. Bleau, OoMel., 
in a letter to Mr. Macdonald written last November, proves to 
be very much lower than the quotation made by Dominion Bridge 
Company. It was made in good faith, but without an adequate 
knowledge of the probablg cost of the equipment required. It 
did not, moreover, include freight charges to Beauval, which 
ig @ part of the Dominion Bridge quotation, and must amount to 
perhaps $3000 of the total cost. 


F The school itself, and the buildings in 
Sonnection with it, are all wired for electricity. The school 
authorities have been developing electricity from the water 
power of the la Plenge river at this site since 1908; and have 
been using the water power to run a sawmill at the same site 
for as long a period. The generator and turbine used now for 
the development of electricity are those originally installed 
in 1908. They no longer develop enough power for the needs of 
the school, and the building itself is falling down and must 
be replaced. 


a. The site has not been inspected by & qualified 
engineer; but Mr. J. A. Burnouf of Beauval, who installed the 
original equipment, was consulted, end also Brother Beaudoin of 
the School staff, who has been working in water power since his 
youth in Quebec, and has had here at eauvel a continuous 
experience of 14 years uging the water power of the le Plonge 
river; and also Brother Gauthadr, who installed the water power 
development at Mcintosh School. Although these wen are not 
qualified engineers they have had a great deal of experience 
with water power and their opinions could be relied on. 


, The dam at Lake la Blonge, four miles from 
the School, was built to keep @ surplus of water in the lake 
for power development at the school during dry years. The dam 
at the school provides a fall of 14 fect, which could easily 
be made 16 feet if it were necessary, according to level in- 
strument.

This plant is entirely too small for the load connected, 

and could not be wed in conjunction with a new plant. At 
best it could be repaired and used as a standby in case of a 
shut-down in the new plant. 


The dam at the proposed power site is of conorete, 
and quite suitable in its present condition for the proposed 
power development. A head of twenty feet can be obtained 
with a penstook three hundred and forty (340) feet in length 
and with this head, and the water available, the power 
required for the school can be developed. 


There are 76,000 acre feet available with a one foot 
draw off and this amount of water would operate the plant 
for five years; or, if the lake should increase its elevation 
approximately two inches during the summer months, there 
would be sufficient water to operate the plant for one year 
and still maintain the present elevation. 


The only doubtful factor is the possibility of 
freezing of the outlet at the lake, but Father Gagnon assured 
me that this did not happen, and the denger of this happening 
could be eliminated by deepening the channel. 


I am satisfied that the hydro-electric plant would 
be the most satisfactory installation, end that the expense 
of operating and upkeep would be very small for this location. 


As an alternative there is the Diesel electric plant. 
The cost of installing such a plant would be much less, 
approximately $5,000.00, but the cost of fuel at the plant 
makes this almost prohibitive. The cost of Diesel fuel at 
Prince Albert is about 22¢ per gallon, and the cost of 
transportation to Beauval would be at least 10¢ per gallon. 
To this would be added the cost of non-returnable drums whisu 
would bring the cost of the oil to at least 35¢ per gealion 
winter transportation. This would be 50% higher in summer, 
or 45¢ per gallon. This would bring the cost of fuel to 
operate a Diesel plant twelve (12) hours a day to about 
$1,500.00 a year. 


Another alternative is the steam plant. The cost 
of installation of such a plant would be higher than the 
Diesel and would require the services of an experienced 
continually. The cost of operating this type of plant w 
be higher than the Diesel plant.

REPORT ON PROPOSED HYDRO ELECTRIC PLANT 
AT BEAUVAL, SASKATCHEWAN. 


Dear Sir, 


I have been to Beauval, Saskatchewan and 
inspeoted the site of the proposed Hydro electric plant 
there. 


The source of water supply for the proposed 
plant is Lao la Plonge, elevation 1476, with an area of 
approximately 120 square miles. 


The supply of water to this lake is from 
surrounding muskeg and some small creeks. Some years ago 
this lake had its regular spring floods, but for the past 
three years, on acoount of the dry seasons experienced in 
the North, there has been no spring flood of any account. 
When the school authorities noticed this they constructed 
a dam at the only outlet, La Plonge Creek, to control the 
flow, and have been successful in maintaining the present 
elevation for the past few years. 


No raise in the water level of the leke had 
been recorded this year up to June 2nd, but Father Gagnon 
claims that with some rain and warmer weather the water 
level of the lake should become somewhat higher this season. 


I installed a gauge at the dam and they will 
take readings from time to time and report what is happening. 


The approach to the outlet bas a depth at present 
of at least three feet, and could easily be increased to 
four feet at small expense. This, I wes assured, would be 
taken care of by the school authorities. The dam at the 
outlet is well constructed - concrete piers in the main 
stream with earth approach, and the flow to the oreek is 
controlled by a well constructed sluice gate. Conditions at 
the present time would allow at least one foot of water to 
be drawn from the lake. Beauval Residential Sehool is 
situated on La Plonge Creek about four and one-half miles 
downstream from Lac la Plonge and the school has constructed 
a second dam to form a suitable fore-bay for the operation of 
the present plant. 


The present plant consists of a small vertical 
type water wheel belted to a SKw. D.C. generator operating at 
a head of fourteen feet; there is no governor to control the 
speed, the voltage being very irregular, and the lights poor.

The above Residential School was totally 
reconstructed by the Department in the fiscal years 
1929-30, 1930-31 and 1932-35. 


This school is located north west of Prince 
Albert, Saskatchewan. The closest railway station 
is Bie River, Saskatchewan, which is 150 miles from 
the school. 


Right Reverend iM. Lajeunesse, 0.M.[., Bishop of 
Keewatin, in whose diocese the Beauval School is 
located, has brought to the Department's attention 
on several oocasions during the last two or three 
years the necessity for making improvements to the 
Hydro electric plant. This was originally built by 
the school management but has now worn out and as a 
result is of little use. 


In our appropriation for the current fiscal year 
an amount of #4,000.00 was provided for new electrical 
equipment. From the correspondence that we had 
received it was difficult to decide exactly what was 
required and consequently arrangements were made with 
the Surveys & Mmgineering Branch to have a qualified 
man proceed to Beauval. I enclose a copy of Mr. Wardle's 
memorandum of July 12, also the report of Mr. Ek. Smith 
who visited Beauval in June. 
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You will note from this report that he states 
that an expenditure of $9,150.00 will be necessary 
to ensure complete satisfaction. As stated above 
$4,000.00 is specifically provided in te current 
year's appropriation for this work and the balance 
necessary can be obtained from the item in our 
estimates providing for unforeseen expenditures. 


Undoubtedly immediate improvement» of the 
lighting facilities at this school are necessary. 
The Beguval school which has always done good work 
is situated in an isolated location where a proper 
electric system is very necessary. I[ would, therefore, 
appreciate receiving the authority of the Honourable 
the Minister for the expenditure recommended by the 
engineer of the Surveys & Mmgineering Branch. For 
your information I also enclose a copy of Indian 
Agent Macdonald's report regarding his inspection 
of the school on June 1.

There are certain points relative to the 
proposed hydro-electric installation at the above School 
which should be cleared up before the equipment is 
purchased. ‘The specifications have been completed and a 
requisition has been sent to the Purchasing Agent asking 
him to call for quotations. 


Crthe use of water from Lac la Plonge and 
from the La Plonge Creek for hydro-electric purposes 
would, if the project were entirely new, be subject to 
the approval of the Natural Resources Department of the 
Province of Sasketchewan. It is noted, however, that a 
dam was constructed some time ago at the lake outlet and 
that the School has already constructed another dam, with 
forebay, on La Plonge Greek in the vicinity of the School 
building Will you kindly advise me if any authority was 
obtainge from the Province for the erection of these two 
dams and under what financial arrangements they were erected. 
If the dam at Lac la Plonge was erected prior to the trans- 
fer of natural resources, the School authorities may have 
obtained the permission of the Federal Government, although 
there are no records in this connection in our Dominion 
Water Power Bureau. 


The estimated cost of the list of equip- 
ment contained in Mr. Smith's report, exclusive of motors, 
is $9,150. It is noted that no specific mention is made 
of the cost of the necessary surge tank and if this has not 
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{ncluded in Mr. Smith's estimate, the estimated cost, at 
the present time, would approximate $9,500. However, Mr. 
Smith's estimated cost for the wood stave penstock seems 
liberal and possibly the cost of the surge tank is included 
in this figure. 


While Mr. Smith mentions in his report 
that Father Gagnon assured him that the School would supply 
all labour and material for the foundation work, laying of 
penstock, etc., and in fact all labour required, I think it 
essential that you communicate with the School authorities 
and have confirmation of this arrangement in writing. 
Father Gagnon should be advised that the work to be done 
will include the installation and erection of all equipment, 
including turbine, enerator, penstock, etce, and that this 
represents a very considerable amount of labour, some of which 
must be highly skilled, particularly in regard to the installa- 
tion of turbine, generator, switchboard, etc. ‘Ve will arrange 
to supply an Engineer to supervise the installation and will 
expect the School to provide him with board and accommodations 
According to our understanding, all other assistance, including 
foreman, skilled labour and common labour, together with 
necessary construction equipment, will be furnished by the 
School authorities. A suitable hand-operated derrick or crane 
will be necessary to handle the heavy castings of the turbine 
and the generator, etc. 


It would be appreciated if you would com- 
municate with Father Gagnon on the above points as these matters 
should be definitely settled before any order is placed. 


It is noted that the Department will assume 


the cost of freighting the equipment from Big River to Beauval 
and which will be undertaken in the winter months.

A day was spent at this echool and, as usual, everything 
was in thest of order. The children are healthy, happy and 
receiving an excellent training for their future lives. There are 
the very best kind of teachers in the three class rooms and the 
enildren make wonderful progress under their tuition. The writing, 
reading and rapid calculation of the boys in the older room would 
put most white boys to shames the other rooms are almost equally 
good. the school has a Large herd of well-bred Shorthorn cattle, 
which ave used for both meat ani dairy products. There is milk 
and butter in abundance for the use of the children. A large 
garden provides vegetables throughout the year. The schovl farm 
produces wheat, oats and barley, all used on the premises. The 
oats and barley for cattle and hog feed and the wheat for feed 
and for making flour, which is done on the premises with a flour 
mill operated by the school. The whole management of this school 
reflects honour upon the Principal, everend Vather Gagnone 


Tather Gagnon is a great missionary, but he is, 
in addition, a great business man, with vision and imagin- 
ation, willing to try anything which promises to promote 
the best interests of the school and the welfare of the 
Indian children. A large herd of cattle, hogs and horses 
receive daily care by the Indian boys, who also assist in 
operating the flour-mill, saw-mill and oll farm machinery, 
4n season.

4s almost nothing. There is a larwe flook of chickens which 
keep the school suyolied with fresh eggs. hese, also, are 
under the care of the boys of the school.

E. Smith, Chief Ope nator of 
the Cascade Power Plant, who installed the turbiné“@lectrical 
equipment at this school in August 1939, that the school is 
situated on the creek which flows from Lac La Plonge about 
4g miles downstream from the outlet of the lake. 


ir. Smith reported that the approach to the 
outlet of the lake where there is a dam had a depth of only 
3 or 4 feet. He considered that conditions would permit of, 
at least, one foot of water being drawn from the lake. le 
made no report on the 48 miles of creek between the outlet of 
the lake and the school. 


Mr. Smith foresaw the vossiblity of trouble 
arising from freezing at the outlet of the lake but Father 
apnon assured him that this did not happen. 


However, it would s possible, particularly 
if the outflow from the lake has diminished considerably, 
that in a severe winter either the outlet of the lake or 
shallow stretches of the creek may freeze solid to the bottom,

In reference to your notation on Dr. McGill's 
memorandum of July 20th last regarding the water supply at the 
above school, we are attaching two copies of a report prepared 
by Mr. K. B. Andre following an inspection made during the 
period August llth to 18th, 1944. 


Mr. Andre states that until three years ago, the level 
of Lac La Plonge was at least 2 feet higher than at present, 
and that there is now no depth of water greater than 2% feet 
within 1500 feet of the outlet into La Plonge river. This area 
freezes solid to the bottom in winter cutting off the flow to 
the river and to the hydro-electric plant. 


fhe lowering of the lake level is said to be due to 
sub-normal rainfall and not to any wasteful operation of the 
Control dam, as the sluice is only opened when the sawmill is 
being operated and in winter. At other times there is a suff- 
doient flow from some small streams entering the river below 
the control dam, but these cannot be depended on in cold weather 
or very dry seasons. 


The excavation of a channel to deeper water in the 
lake is not feasible owing to the expense involved and the 
difficulty of taking suitable equipment over the road from 
Meadow Lake to Beauval, nor does the raising of the dam at the 
power plant to create sufficient storage to operate during the 
winter appear to be an attractive proposition. 


During the past three winters when this low water 
condition has obtained the school authorities have operated the 
generator by a belt drive from their Diesel tractor. In this 
way they were able to carry on, but at the loss of the use of the 
tractor for other purposes. 


Under the circumstances, Mr. Andre recommends that a 
Diesel engine be installed to operate the generator when the 
water supply is insufficient during the winter or in emergencies 
during other periods. We concur in this recommendation, and 
would suggest that, as was done at the McIntosh school when the 
penstock was being replaced, a used truck or automobile engine 
together with the pecseaaay pulleys and belting be purchased, 
and installed by the school authorities. At MeIntosh, the Dep- 
artment paid $50.00 for the pulleys and belting, and $100.00 for 
@ used automobile engine. The school puvehacet the engine and 
installed it.

We were able to arrange for an inspection of 
the hydro-electric plant at the above school by Mr. K.B.Andre 
of our engineering staff from August 11th to 18th last and 
IT am forwarding herewith, for your information, a copy of 
Mr. Andre's report of August eSth and a copy of a memorandum, 
dated September 15th from Mr. Mills in which he summarizes 
Mr. Andre's findings. 


You will note that the basic trouble is the 
lowering of the water level in Lake La Plonge to the extent 
that the maximum depth of water within 1500 feet of the 
outlet into the river is only 2% feet. As a result this 
section of the lake freezes solid in the winter months cutting 
off the flow of water to the river and to the hydro-electric 
plant. Any works directed to obtaining a greater depth of 
water would be too costly for consideration and the best 
solution seems to be that recommended by Mr. Andre and mentioned 
in the last paragraph of Mr. Mills' memorandum. This is an 
installation of an auxiliary engine to deliver 30 hepe and 
which will drive the generator over the winter months when no 
water is available for hydro-electric operations. You will 
note from Mr. Mills’ memorandum that a used automobile engine 
will be satisfactory if a suitable one could be obtained.

The Surveys & Mgineering Branch have 
reported regarding Mr. Andre's inspection of the water 
supply at your school. The report reads in part as 

‘ollows:

At MoIntosh, 
the Department paid $50.00 for the pulleys and belting, 
and $100.00 for a used automobile engine.” 


You will note from the above that the 
Surveys & ingineering Branch recommend an expenditure 
of approximately $150.00. It is possible that you may 
have to pay slightly more than this amount. In any 
case I think it would be preferable for you to arrange 
the purchase of the automobile engine locally and also 
secure the pulleys and belting necessary. The season 
is advancing and local purchase will enable you to 
seoure the items at the earliest possible date and 
have them installed.

In the mean time,I have tried to locate some 
used Diesel tractor engines that where discarded by farmers 
some years ago,but untill now I have hot been able to locate 
any.

At the Beauval Indien Residential school 
there is a Hydro Electric plant operated by water 
power. As @ result of lowering the water level a 
Section of the lake freezes solid in the winter 
months, cutting off the flow of water to the river 
and consequently to the aro Hleotric plant. As 
@ result, no electricity is available at the school 
during the winter months. 


An official of the Surveys & imgineering 
Branch has carefully investigated the situation and 
has recommended that we install an auxiliary engine 
to deliver 30 horse power. This would drive the 
eenerator over the winter months when no water is 
available for Hydro sleotric operations. we have 
taken the matter up with the Prinoipal of the Beauval 
School and he states that he has located a good, used, 
Diesel 40 H.P. motor, which can be secured from Alex 
Colleaux, 354 - 15th Street est, Prince albert, 
Saskatchewan, at a price of $6800. On receipt of this 
information from the Principal we again submitted the 
matter to the Surveys & Imgineering Branoh and I 
enclose a copy of their reply.

I would not have dared to mention this if it 
had not been for the Diatitian at Lebret who is repor- 
ted having said that she was to recommend to the Indian 
\ffairs Branch to have large frigidaire installed in the 
schools according to locations. 


Tt think this remark would apply to this school 
as large amount of food have to be stored for months on 
account of great distances from supply houses.

On August the 11 th. The Keyes Supply Vo.have 
mentioned in their letter:" ve are trying to trace the 
missing motor from the shipment of refrigeration equipment 


that was made some time ago. 


Infortunately,we cannot give you an immediate 
answer as to what happened but you may rest assured we will 
do evething possible to see that you receive this motor as 
soon as we find out exactly what happened," 


This is about a resume of the correspondance I had 
with the Company about the missing articles. 
Over. 
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After I received the instructions regarding the erection, 
insulation and finishing of the cold storage rooms,I was 
a little surprised at the size of the rooms. I quote: 

" Two adjoining rooms are to be erected each measuring 
approximately 4x 6' in floor space with a ceiling height 
ef 8",.” 

Vnen I saw that thése rooms were so small and far 
from being the dimensions given in’ fequest to the Lepart- 
ment,I again asked the Company if their refrigeration unit 
they had sent me could be used for larger storage rooms and 
here is the answer. 


"We note that you intend to use two rooms of quite 
a size and these rooms do not agree with the original size 
of rooms for which the equipment was specified. The cooling 
room you mention is 10' x 12' 6",would require the machine 
which you received,plus another cooling unit to handle this 
room alone. The freezer which you mention,being 13' x 12' 6" 
would require atiP air cooled machine and would be 3 
served by an electric defrost type blast cooler. 


Ve are sorry to advise that the machine you recei- 
ved is not capable of handling both these rooms and as such, 
some decision will have to be reached before work is progres- 
sed too far".

The Beauval Indian Residential School is a 
fireproof building. The floors and walls are either of 
cement or brick. Unfortunately, the interior, with the 
exception of a few rooms was never plastered. 


The principal is very anxious to have the 
plastering done during the coming fiscal year. The esti- 
mates vary from fifteen to twenty thousand dollars and I 
pens ebb ask that this amount be placed in the 1949-1950 
estimates. 


1: The floors in the whole school were never well 
finished and offer a sorry sight to any visitor. 

The Principal desires to cover them with linoleum 
and he would appreciate that a large quantity of some 
kind of linoleum ve supplied during the coming year. 
Personally, I think that you should begin by supplying 
five hundred yards of linoleum. I leave the color 
and kind to your good taste. The kitchen floor is 
in a very poor condition and he would like to have, 
immediately,a sufficient quantity of tile to cover 
it. is kitchen measures 24 ' x 40 *. Any color 
of tile would do but he would prefer that it be of 
the color of white marble. 


2: The oven now in use is a " Daoust " model and is 
almost completely worn out. As the pupilage is over 
one hundred, he would like to have a new oven with 
hundred loaves capacity. This oven should be sup- 
plied,if at all possible to do so, in the very near 
future.

Dear Sir:- 


I enclose herewith a copy of a letter from the 
Canadian Westinghouse Co. Ltd. giving me some quotation on 
a voltage regulator which would be very useful to our electric 
plent here. 


The school electric plant consists of a 25 kylowatts 
generator with a water turbine and an oil governor. The function 
of the oil governor is to open the gates or to close them, depend- 
ing on the amount of power required to start a motor or when more 
lights are required. Thus rerulating the amount of water required 
to maintain the same voltage. 


This oil governor is working well but is too slow; 
starting a motor or using electric welder brings the light 
very low, thus making it quite hard on the eyes and also on 
electric motors if too slow to start. Furthermore, the stopping 
of a motor or cutting lots of lights at the same time causes the 
voltage to raise, thus burning the lights. I am using a big 
case of lights every month. 


After many consultations with electricians, I was 
told that the only way to overcome this would be to install a 
voltage regulator to draw the right amount of voltage as reauired 
by the sudden overcharge. 


With the nice plant we have, I think it advisable to 
ada this improvement. Therefore, I am asking you to recommend 
this purchasing of this voltage regulator to the Indian Affairs 
Branch to complete the unit and as an electrician will be on the 
spot next summer, it would be the right time to have this regulator 
instal led.

With reference to Department letter of the 9th of 
April, File 650-5 (E£.1), in connection with the appronvriat ion 
of $5,000.00 for plastering the interior of the Beauval 
Indian Residential School, Indian Superintendent J.A. Yavis, 
of the Meadow Lake Agency, recently visited the school, 
accompanied by Mr. Charles ansom, a plastering contractor. 
Enclosed is a copy of the letter which Mr. Ransom has given 
to Mr. Davis in connection with the cost of plastering the 
whole building. 


It will be noted that Mr. Ransom estimates an amount 
of $4800.00 for removing the water proofine cement paint from 
the walls before they can be Plastered, and that the cost of 
plastering thereafter will be $9,151.70, otherwise an amount 
of $13,951.70 for the completed job. 


If only $5000.00 can be made available this year 
I would recommend that nothing be done to the interior of 
the building at the present time other than the removal 
of the water proofing cement paint, and that an appropriation 
be made available for the coming fiscal year for the whole of 
the plastering jJob at the estimated price given. 


Please instruct me in this connection.

Since the 1950-51 estimates for the Beauval Indian Rosidential School 
have been forwarded to Ottawa through the regular chenal,!I have discovered some~ 
thing thet will give trouble in the near future. Being authorized by His axcel- 
lency Martin Lajeunesse and Mr. J.A.Davis,Supt.of the Neadow Lake agency I have 
decided to write you direct in orcer to save time. 


The Principal's or Fathers'house: 
This house,formarly a student's house,vwes built by the Episcopal Corporation 


of Keewatin, The Pes.Nan. in 1910 with two subsequent additions to it in form of a 
square,one part of the square is about 30'x 42' and the other part is about 26° 
x45'. It is a frame b:ilding built on the sand without any foundation. The 
sills are rotten,which would mean that in order to jack it up, false beams would 
required and I don't thing that the building itself would stand“as the walls are 
starting to bulge. Also brick siding would be required to make it more confor= 
table in Winter time, This building would cost to much to be repaired and as it 
has the inconvenience of being 500 yrds away from the school which means lot of 
walking back and forward to (co our work,I beleive it would be better to wreck it 
lown and salvage all the lumber we can,to build a machine s! ed,which is greatly 
needed and also lot of material suck as sinks,toilets,water pipes,radiators and 
furnitures could be used in the new building. 


New Father's house required: 

fo instead of repairing this old house,I would suggest that an addition be 
added to the Indian Residential School to serve as the Principal's residence 
and office. The present heating system of the Indian School could easily take 
of these additions and it would mean great savings for fuel and labor and would 
also be more convenient. 


Sketch: 

For your convenience,I inclose a sketch showing the proposed additions 
to the Indian School. On the boys'side,full basement 30'x42' inside measure~ 
ment:for toilets,urinals,bathrooms,dressing room,special room for the grown up 
boys and also cleak rooms. 

On the first floor right above this basement would be the Fathers' 
residence on shown on the sketch. 

On the girls'side,also full basement ,30'x42',for toilets,shower baths, 
dressing rooms with a special room for the grown up girls. 

Above would be two class rooms as I have to take the boys' and girls' 
infirmeries from the second floor to the first to give more room to the Sisters 
so using one actual class room as a girls'infirmery. 


Building Material: 
@ Indian School is a fireproof building built with cement and bricks. I 
would like very much to have the additions built out of the same material.

t as i have been adviced by a Meadow Lake contractor,reinforcing steel will 
hard to get next Summer and also the transportation of bricks would be pretty 
expensive. ( Beauval School being 116 miles north of the end of rail and the 
roads are in bad conditions with no hope of getting them repaire in the near 
future. Winter time,would be the best time to have some material transported 
to Beauval,it is cheaper and easier.) 


So I would suggest a full cement basement,the height as the rest of 
the building and for the first floor wooden frame with brick sidjngs,one layer 
of asbestos paper,one layer of shiplap,rockwool or similar material in the 
walls and ceiling,2,6 studs,with plastered Gyprock inside. The floor could 
be made of fireproof tiles. The roof gravel and tar. This would make it 

practically fireproof and quite warm. 


I expect to be able to send you the estimates on the cost of labor 
and material in about ten days time,in order to have the estimates figured 
for this coming fiscal year and have the material transported in Winter time, 


If the sketch is not clear enough ,although I am quite busy,I 


would be prepared to take a trip to Ottawa. In the meantime,I will apprecia= 
te an early reply to this request.

Since the 1950-51 estimates for the Beauval Indian 
Residential School have been forwarded to Ottawa through the regular 
chenal, I have discovered something thet will give trouble in the 
near future. Being authorized by His Excellendy Martin Lajeunesse 
and Mr. J. A. Davis, Supt. of the Meadow Lake agency I have decided 
to write you direct in order to save time. 


The Princi *s or Father's house, 


Thies house, formerly a student's house, was built by the 
Episcopal Corporation of Keewatin, The Pas, Man. in 1910 with two 
subsequent additions to it in form of a square, one part of the 
square is about 30' x 42" and the other part is about 26° x 45°. 
It is a frame building built on the sand without any foundation, 
The sills are rotten, which would mean that in order to jack it up, 
false beams would (be) required and I don't think that the building 
itself would stand it as the walls are starting to bulge. Also brick 
siding would be required to make it more comfortable in winter time, 
This building would cost too much to be repaired and as it has the 
inconvenience of being 500 yards away from the school which means 
lot of walking back and forward to do our work, I believe it would 
be better to wreck it down and salvage all the lumber we can, to 
build a machine shed, which is greatly needed and also lot of material 
auch eg sinks, toilets, water pipes, radiators and furniture could 
be used in the new building. 


New Father's house required: 
So instead of repairing this old house, I would suggest 


that an addition be added to the Indian Kkesidential School to serve 
as the Principal's residence and office, The present heating system 
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of the Indian School could easily take of these additions and it 
would mean great savings for fuel and labor and would also be more 
convenient. 


skoteh: 


Yor your convenience, I inclose a sketch showing the 
proposed additions to the Indian School. On the boys’ side, full 
basement 30' x 42' inside measurement: for toilets, urinals, bathrooms, 
dressing room, special room for the grown up boys and also cloak rooms. 


On the first floor right above this basement would be the 
Fathers’ residence on shown on the sketch. 


On the girls’ side, also full basement, 30'x 42°, for toilets, 
shower baths, dressing rooms with a special room for the grown up girls. 


Above would be two class rooms as I have to take the boys’ 
and girls’ infirmaries from the second floor to the first to give more 
room to the Sisters so using one actual class room as a girls’ 
infirmary. 


Building Material: 


The Indian School is a fireproof building with cement and 
bricks, I would like very much to have the additions built out or 
the same material, But as I have been advised by a Meadow Lake 
contractor, reinforcing steel will hard to get next Summer and also 
the transportation of bricks would be pretty expensive. (Beauval 
School being 116 miles north of the end of rail and the roads are in 
bad conditions with no hope of getting them repaired in the near future, 
Winter time would be the best time to have some material transported 
to Beauval, it is cheaper and easier.) 


So I would suggest a full cement basement, the height as 
the rest of the building and for the first floor wooden frame with 
brick siding, one leyer of asbestos paper, one layer of shniplap, 
rockwool or similar material in the walle and ceiling, 2, 6 studs, 
with plastered Gyprock inside, The floor could be made of fireproof 
tiles. The roof gravel and tar, This would make it practically 
fireproof and quite warm, 


I expect to be able to send you the estimates on the cost 
of labor and material in about ten days time, in order to have the 
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estimates figured for this coming fiscal year and have the material 
transported in Winter time. 


If the sketch is not clear enough, although I am quite 
busy, I would be prepared to take a trip to Ottawa. In the meantime, 
I will appreciate an early reply to this request.

This matter emphasizes the importance of extreme 
care being taken in preparing the quarterly return. The September 
quarter return, in particular, should be carefully watched and 
grant should be requested for cach pupil for the actual number of 
days such pupil is in residence during the September quarter, plus 
the forty-three (43) days' holidays for which grant is allowed. 
For instance, if 4 pupil is allowed home on holidays on July lst 
and returns on August 13th, grant should be requested for 92 days. 
if, however, a pupil allowed home on holidays on July lst does not 
return until September 1st, grant should be requested for such 
pupil for 73 days (30 days in residence during September plus 43 
days' holidays) - In cases such as the latter, a note should appear 
opposite the pupil's name in the column provided for that purpose, 
/. stating the reasons for the absence.

The Department considers that it would be in the 
interests of the boye to be granted their discharge at 14 
years of age, as they should by that time have acquired an 
education sufficient to meet their future needs. You may, 
therefore, inform the Prineipal of the Beauval Indian Residen- 
tial School that, when he considers that a boy, upon attaining 
his fourteenth birthday, should receive hie discharge, he 
should make application to the Depertment, through your office, 
in the usual mamer.

The Department has received accounts showing that you 
expended an amount of 21042.30 in transporting children to 
and from the Guy residential school during the past summer. 
Very careful consideration was given to this account and 
although we had previously decided to only allow $200.00 I 
agreed with Rev. J.0. Plourde, 0.M.I., that an amount of $250.00 
would be paid. A cheque for the latter amount will go forward. 


hile the Department is only paying a portion of the 
expense incurred we are concerned with the very heavy amount 
expended for transportation as shown by your letter. In the 
interests of both the school management and ourselves it is 
desirable to keep all expenditures as low as possible. This 
is especially true at the present time due to conditions of 
which you are aware and which make the future rather uncertain. 


Is there no other method of transporting the children 
which would reduce the expenditure by a substantial amount? 
It is felt that the parents should be sufficiently interested 
to come to the school and take their children home for holidays. 
It is realized, of course, that it might be necessary to incur 
an expenditure for returning them to the school. As intimated 
above it is doubtful what amount the Department will be able to 
allow next year for transportation costs. It is, therefore, 
necessary that all Principals should give this matter very 
serious thought. Children from more distent Reserves might 
be kept at the school all summer unless the parents are sufficiently 
interested to come to the school and take the children home 
without cost. I should appreciate hearing from you when you have 
had an opportunity of reviewing the whole situation.

At the same time,I am pleased to assure you that the 
AV transporting expen@iture will be reduced next summer and I 
expect to reduce it more before a couple years. 

At present,I beleive it is almost impossible to change 
the transporting method of children,as,no doubt,you are aware 
that the Indians of the North do not yet understand the benefit 
of education as well as their brothers living in the prairies 
and too radical « changement would mean that these Indian 
children will be without education. 

Furthermore,the Indians do not have the proper equip- 
ment to undertake such a trip on big lakes and I am of the 
opinion that it would cost the school more by feeding of 
supplying the Indians with provisions for the return trip than 
the present system,which saves me lot trouble, 

As already mentionned,this' b expect to save on the 
amount as well as on the cost of fuel by using a new kind 
of motor on my barge By using Bishop Breynat‘’s plane I will 
alsoreduce the cost of air trnasporting of children. 
And likely,this season will be the mmamgmm time,I need a plane 
for this purpose as new roads actually under construction 
will permit to adopt a cheaper way of transporting the 
children. ‘

I am in receipt of your letter of the 
22nd ultimo with reference to the cost of trans- 
porting children to and from the Reauval Indian 
Residential School. 


It is noted that you hope to reduce the 
expenditure for this service but that for the 
year 1940 you will be satisfied to receive the 
same amount as last year; namely, }250.00. 


Your request will be kept in mind but at 
the present time I am not in a position to state 
whether or not such an amount can be allowed. 
Due to present conditions it is inevitable that 
our appropriation will be reduced and consequently 
matters have reached a stage where everyone 
interested in Indian education must do everything 
nossible to reduce expenditure. The question of 
funds at our disposal for the fiscal year 1940-41 
is still further complicated at the present time on 
account of the recent dissolution of Parliament and 
it will be several months before we will be in a 
position to definitely state what amount will be 
available for transportation during the summer of 
1940. You will, therefore, see the necessity for 
making immediate plans to have the children trans- 
ported free of cost as far as possible.

Dear Sir: 


I have for acknowledgment your letter of 
the 3rd instant and also copy of a communication relating 
to the marginally-notec subject, received by you from 
the Reverend Father Gagnon. 


It 1s scarcely possible to overemphasize 
the importance of having the acconnodation provided at 
our residential schools occupied to the fullest extent 
in a period as critical as the one in which we find 
ourselves. It is important, also, that the average 
pupil's course of study should not be interrupted until 
he has gained mastery of the subjects to which he has 
been devoting his attention. It 1s a sheer waste of 
human energy and money to permit an Indian pupil to 
attend school for three or four years and then allow 
him to abandon his studies and proceed to forget every- 
thing he has learned. The Department is aware, of course, 
that there is this year an acute labour shortage in the 
province of Saskatchewan and that ‘t may be difficult to 
arrange for the return of the senior pupils on the first 
of September. However, we are anxious thet you should 
do everything humanly possible to assist the Principal 
4n securing his full quota of pupils. If Indian parents 
are deliberately ignoring the appeals that have been made 
to them from time to time to encourage their children to 
attend school, the desirability of imposing the penalties 
for which provision has been made in the Act should be 
carefully considered. The Department will be governed 
largely by your recommendations.
